The Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine said in a 
communique Issued In Beirut 
that 10 of the Israelis 
were 


killed by mines on a military 
road at Mt. Hermon, north of 
the Golan Heights. There was 
no confirmation of the claim 
from the Israelis. 


King Hussein of Jordan told a 


news conference in Amman that 
the fighting last week between 
Palestinian guerrillas and Jor- 
danian army troops was the 
most anxious and difficult time 
of his life. 


"We 
felt we were moving 


through a mine field," he said. 
"I have done my utmost to pre- 
vent the complete destruction of 
everything I have achieved." 


The king spoke with reporters 


In his palace for the first time 
since 
the 
fighting 
erupted. 


About 1,000 persons were killed 
or wounded, and the fighting did 
not end until Hussein fired two 
top army commanders as de- 
manded by the guerrillas. 


Hussein also said the crisis 


"had 
a foreign origin—of that 


there can be no doubt." But he 
did not blame any countries by 
name and did not repeat guer- 
rilla allegations that the week of 
bloodshed was the result of a 
plot by the U.S. Central Intelli- 
gence Agency.

What is Elliott Ness doing in 


fahiti? The fact is that "the 
Untouchables"—the Frenchman- 
guage version—has proved to be 
one of the most popular attrac- 
tions on Tahitian television. Oth- 
er American hits have been 
"Bonanaza" and "The Invad- 
ers." 


The tourist 
visitor, 
over- 


whelmed by the physical attrac- 
tions 
of French 
Polynesia, 


might consider television as su- 
perfiuous as snowshoes. But the 
natives appear to love It. 


Tahitian television, which be- 


gan in 1964, is now received by 
7,500 home sets. That's not much 
by U.S. standards, but the num- 
ber is remarkable when you rea- 
lize that the signal extends only 
to Papette's population: 30,000 
and Its closest environs, plus the 
opposite shore of Balti Hai-like 
Moorea, 12 miles away. 


Consider also the small earn- 


ings of most Tahitians and the 
cost of television sets—$200 to 
$300. How do the natives man- 
age to became set owners? 


"Very simple," says Jean Su- 


has, a former Paris journalist 
who directs the television opera- 
tion. "In many cases three fam- 
ilies will have homes on the 
same communal property. So 
they put their money together 
and buy a set they all can 
watch." 


Americans would find the lo- 


cal television schedule spare- 
it's 3% hours on weekends and 
4Ms on weeknights, starting at 
6:30. Three times a week, les- 
sons in English, French, science 
and other education subjects 
are 
offered 
for the 
youthful 


audience. 


The nightly schedule begins 


with a half hour of cartoons and 
serials for the small fry, then 
the news. Then come variety 
shows and series, some from 
the United States but the bulk 
from France. From 15 to 18 per

The aim of a major drive now

The Communist .scenario, as 


pieced together 
from various 


sources, apparently is supposed 
to go something like this: 


Elements of five North Viet-

One of the first 
major attacks will be against 
Cambodia's

speech as "anticlimactic," and 
called the idea of spotlighting 
wage and price increases "a 
very weak thing." 


While expressing agreement 


with Nixon's optimism for the 
long term, GAF Corp. Chairman 
Jesse Werner said he regretted 
that the President did not "give 
more consideration to steps 
more closely approaching wage 
and price controls."

worker. 


She and her husband, Emil 


Daniel Feicht Jr., are childless 
but are preparing to adopt four 
children of American Indian 
heritage—a

of three 


brothers and a sister. Mr. and 
Mrs. Feicht live with his par- 
ents in this small town just 
north of the Illinois state line 
and operate a dog breeding 
business in their spare time.

Reported 
Near Death

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 


Former President Sukarno was 
reported near death today. "It 
is only a matter of time now," 
said one of the relatives who 
gathered at the hospital bedside 
of Indonesia's George Washing- 
ton, 


An attending physician said 


the chances of Sukarno's surviv- 
ing were 25-75 against him. 


"We are doing our best, but 


the old man Is very weak," the 
doctor said. Now 69, Sukarno 
has 
suffered 
from 
kidney 


stones, high blood pressure and 
a circulatory ailment for sever- 
al years. 


He was rushed to the army 


hospital Tuesday night in a 
coma. He reportedly regained 
consciousness after reaching the 
hospital but was unable to speak 
to his divorced first wife, Fat* 
mawati, and to his children who 
came to see him. 


Earlier this year Sukarno was 


taken to the hospital, but he res- 
ponded then to treatment and 
was returned to the spacious, 
lonely mansion on the edge of 
Jakarta where he has been un* 
der house arrest since he was 
deposed in 
1966, 


Once the playboy of the east' 


ern world, Sukarno reluctantly 
granted 3 divorce to one pf his 
five official wives in 1967, to two 
others last year—among them 
Fatmawati—and to his

Ratna Sari Pewi, a g^yeir^old 
former Tokyo nightclub hostess, 
last January. 


His only remaining wife is 


Hartini, who had been prevent- 
ed from seeing him for two 
years until his 69th birthday 
party at his residence on June 6.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A rise 


in living costs of four-tenths of 
one per cent last month added 
to the nation's worst inflation- 
ary spiral in twenty years but a 
government official said there 
has been a "significant" slow- 
ing of the pace of price hikes in 
recent months. 


Costs of all major categories 


were up, with transportation 
and clothing posting the largest 
price hikes in May, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 


The bureau figured the May 


rise at five-tenths of one per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted 
basis for the fourth straight 
month, because food prices rose 
instead of dropping as usual in 
May. 


"The rate has come down 


from the six-tenths of one per 
cent rate of November, Decem- 
ber, and January," said Dr. 
Joel Popkin, assistant commis- 
sioner of the bureau. 


"It has come down to five- 


tenths of one per cent monthly 
changes, which is significant," 
he said of the past four months. 


He added that the four-tenths 


actual rise in May was more 
significant to consumers 
be- 


cause it reflected prices they 
had to pay, while the seasonal 
figure of five-tenths was 
of 


more interest to economic ana- 
lysts. 


The May increase boosted the 


government's Consumer Price 
Index to 134.6, meaning it cost 
$13.46 last month for every 
$10.00 worth of typical family 
spending in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. The 
four-tenths of one per cent rise 
was the smallest since last Jan- 
uary, when it was also four- 
tenths but figured seasonally as 
a six-tenths rise.

Legend has it Jim Bowie, a

A history of weaponry reports 


that Bowie-style knives were 
used by Texas Rangers, Missis- 
sippi River pirates, and on well 
into this century by British and 
American commandoes and 
rangers during World War II, 


The Bowie Knife and legend 


provide another of the jig-saw 
pieces in the panorama of Ar- 
kansas history, and ironically, 
the claim to fame of what 
should be the "Black Knife" for 
its maker is known chiefly for 
its best-known wielder.

27, Oakland, was guilty of a 
lesser charge, "willful disobedi- 
ence of an order."

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Anti- 


poverty chief Donald Rumsfeld, 
a long-time advocate of congres- 
sional reform, says House and 
Senate procedure 
for 
appro- 


priating funds is "inexcusable" 
and a serious waste of time and 
work. 


Rumsfeld, 
who spent 
six 


years as a congressman from Il- 
linois before taking over the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity, 
said Congress should stop mak- 
ing appropriations on a fiscal 
period basis and switch to a cal- 
endar year that conforms with 
the legislative work year. 


"Because of the really inex- 


cusable way that the Congress 
operates with respect to federal 
appropriations, this agency and 
probably many agencies of gov- 
ernment have been subjected to 
something in the neighborhood 
of three times the amount of ad- 
ministrative 
work that would 


normally have been required," 
Rumsfeld said, 


"This detracts from our abili- 


ty to intelligently assist gran- 
tees and contractors in the per- 
formance of their activities, 
And in fact it harms the poor." 


Rumsfeld made his criticism 


in an interview during which he 
chronicled his agency's $1.9 bil- 
lion appropriation bills' tour 
through 
the 
Congress. 
The 


measure passed in March, 


"During this fiscal vear which 


ends June 30 we've had to cope 
with an incredibly difficult situ- 
atlon," he said. "Congress did 
not finally pass our appropria- 
tion bill until the fiscal year was 
about eight months gone, 


"And then they cut U by $100 


million, and they also ear- 
marked it in a way that in the 
last four months of the year U 
was required of us that we skew 
the entire 12'month earmarking 
into a four-month period,"

FBI Bldg. 
to Be 
Costliest

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


price of the most expensive gov- 
ernment building ever—a new 
headquarters for the FBI—has 
gone up by $5 million. Mean- 
while, all that is visible at the 
site is a massive hole. 


The General Services Admin- 


istration, the federal govern- 
ment's housekeeping agency, 
acknowledges it has revised its 
estimate of the building's cost to 
$102.5 million. 


Cost of the 11-story structure, 


scheduled for completion in late 
1973 or early 1974, originally 
was set at $97.2 million. The 
next most expensive govern- 
ment building in the nation is 
the 4-year-old, $87 million Ray- 
burn House Office Building. 


That structure, exclusive of 


the underground parking garage 
and furnishings which added 
millions more to the final costs, 
had been expected to cost $64 
million when commissioned in 
1958. 


The FBI's 
new 
building, 


across historic 
Pennsylvania 


Avenue from its present head' 
quarters in the Justice Depart* 
ment, has been subject to some 
of the same forces that hiked 
the Rayburn price—rising con- 
struction costs and delays in let- 
ting contracts, 


Excavation of the site was be- 


gun in late 1967 by Norair Corp., 
of Washington, D.C., under a 
$10.8 million contract calling for 
completion of half of the three 
underground floors.
